Grk-r on the twenty-second [22dJ day of Septem- 
ber, ISCt), in the United States Circuit Court at 
Philiidelphia, The ease was argued three days 
by Charles M. Keller ol New York, B. F. Lucae 
and S. A. Furriunee of Pittsburgh, for defend- 
ants, and George Hiirding of Philadelphia, and 
Qeorge H. Cbritttr, of Pittsburgh, for plaintiff: 


OPINION OF JUDGE GP.IEP.. 


As X -write iriUi difficuity I can only state tbt 
conclusions to which my mind has oomo nfter n 
earefai examination of this case. 
The complainant has exhibited a pnt*nt dated 
25th April, 1865. 
This is prinja facie evidence of 


u good title, and pate on the respondents tbe 
bur- 


then of proof that the patent is void or worthless, 
I need not repeat my remarks in the case of 
Goodyear vs. Day (2 Wall,C. C.Rep; 299), but BOW 
adopt them as affording a rule ol decision which 
appliee cleAtlv to the pretent case. 


AB the infm^cmeut of the patent is admitted, 
the only question will be sc to the validity of com- 
lainantfB patent of April 25,1865. 
"It was after ipeculation had been reduced to 
proetiec," and after repeated experiments, that 
the complainant succeeded in overcoming the 
prejudice and ignorance of the people on the sub- 
ject, and persuading the public t&at his invention 
was useful; after he had established its grent 
utility nnd vulue, and "when his genius and pa- 
tient perseverance, in spite of sneers and scoffs," 
were completely successful, that Beed, who had be- 
fore made experiments on the uaiae subject, and 
was wholly unsuccessful, imagined that he had 
the best right to tbe invention, and after pur- 
chasing one or more of complainant's torpedoes, 
he applied on the 1st of November, 1867, tor a 
patent for substantially the same combination of 
devices or machines contained in complainant's 
patent. On the 15th of th« same month the re- 
spondents formed themselves into a company or 
corporation called "The Beed Torpedo Company," 
for the purpose of pirating tbe complainant's in- 
dention und supporting the expense of litigation, 
and thus defraud him of it* fruite. They hiive 
persevered, even after the preliminary injunction 
very properly granted by the District Judge. 
Let a decree be entered for complainant for u 
perpetual injunction, and a Master appointed to 
tola an account according to the prayer of the bill.

It is usually the cose, when any valuable dis- 


covery ia made, or any new machine of great utili- 
ty has been invented, that the attention of the 
public ti\» been turned to tti&t robjetl pitviotis- 
ly, and that many persons have been making rc- 
•earcljes and experiments. Philosophers acd 
machanicumg may cave in some measure anticipat- 
ed in their speculations the possibility or prcbu- 
bility of such discovery or invention; many ex- 
periment* may have been unsuccessfully tried 
coming very near, yet falling short of the desired 
result. They have produced nothing bcnoiiLial. 
The invention when perfected, may truly be MiiJ 
to be the culminating point M many experiment*, 
not only by the inventor, but by many others. 
He may have profited indirectly by,the unsuccctti- 
lul experiments sad failures of others, but it gives 
them no right to claim a share of the honor of the 
profit of the successful inventor. It is when spec- 
ulation bos been reduced to practice, when ex- 
periment has resulted in discovery, and when that 
discovery ban been perfected by patient and con- 
tinued experiments, when some new compound, 
ait, manufacture, ot machine baa been ttn» pro- 
duced wliich is useful to the public, that the par- 
ty making it becomes a public benefactor and en- 
titled to a patent.
